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FOURTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESSES ON 
TROPICAL MEDICINE AND MALARIA 


The Director, Colonel Joseph H. McNinch, and Mrs. Eleanor 
M. Coffyn, Chief of the Reference Division, served on the Public 
Relations Committee of the State Department for the Fourth Inter- 
national Congresses on Tropical Medicine and Malaria, held in Wash- 
ington, May 10 to 18, 1948. 


The Army Medical Library had an exhibit in the Department 
of the Army group at the Hotel Washington, containing a recently 
acquired rare book, the first clinical account of yellow fever in 
the New World [Ferreyra da Rosa, Joam. Trattado unico da con- 
stituicam pestilencial de Pernambuco, Lisbon, 1694], and photo- 
graphs showing the personnel in various parts of the Library 
carrying on its operations. A Library representative was on hand 
to distribute selected lists, prepared by the Reference Division, of 
recent books and journals on tropical medicine and related sub- 
jects. 


Photoduplication of many of the papers was necessary in order 
to have sufficient copies for the Congresses’ purposes. This enabled 
the Library to present microfilms of their papers to many authors. 


Reference service was furnished throughout the sessions.

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BUST OF WALTER REED IN HALL OF FAME 


Special ceremonies were held at the New York University 
Heights Campus on May 20, 1948, at which a bronze bust of Major 
Walter Reed, Army Medical Corps conquerer of yellow fever, was 
permanently installed in the Hall of Fame for Great Americans, 
Major Reed, who died in 1902, was elected to the Hall of Fame 
in 1945, at the last meeting of the election committee, becoming the 
first alumnus of New York University to be so honored. Sculp- 
tured by Cecil Howard, who was recently presented with the Legion 
of Honor by the French Academy, the bust of Dr. Reed was un- 
veiled by his son, Major General Walter L. Reed, U. S. Army Retired. 


Speakers at the exercises included Dr. Harry Woodburn Chase, 
Chancellor of New York University, Brigadier General George E. 
Armstrong, Deputy Surgeon General of the Army, and Dr. Wil- 
bur A. Sawyer, Executive Secretary of the Organizing Committee 
of the Fourth International Congresses on Tropical Medicine and 
Malaria, just concluded in Washington.

UNESCO PRESS RELEASE 


A news release from UNESCO, dated 23 April 1948, Paris, an- 
nounces that libraries in seven nations have received more than a 
thousand volumes of medical literature to replenish their war- 
depleted stocks from the United States Army Medical Library in 
Washington. 


Other countries which have recently received literature from 
the Army Medical Library include Belgium, China, France, Great 
Britain, Hungary, and Yugoslavia. 


VISIT OF W HO LIBRARIAN

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EXHIBIT 


The Library participated jointly with the Army Institute of 
Pathology in an Exhibit on the History of Neuropathology, at the 
104th Annual Convention of the American Psychiatric Association, 
at the Statler Hotel, in Washington, May 16 to 20, 1948. This ex- 
hibit will also be sent to Atlantic City for the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Neurological Association to be held in June. 


The exhibit was assembled by Dr. Webb Haymaker, Chief of 
the Neuropathology Section, Army Institute of Pathology, who has 
available for distribution a printed Guide to the Exhibit, containing 
greetings from Brigadier General Raymond O. Dart, Director of the 
Institute, and Colonel Joseph H. McNinch, Director of the Library, 
and a foreword by Colonel James E. Ash, U. S. Army Retired, 
Scientific Director of the American Registry of Pathology. In 
the Guide will be found portraits, brief biographies, and references 
to the most important works of fifty selected neuropathologists, ar- 
ranged on the basis of the countries in which they worked. 


ACQUISITIONS 


The Library has just acquired from an American dealer a group 
of important Polish serials, consisting of 78 volumes of eight differ- 
ent titles. With one exception from the Nineteenth Century, all 
are of the period between the two World Wars. 


The first issue (February 1948) of The Japanese Medical 
Journal, published by the National Institute of Health of Japan, has 
recently arrived. 


INDEX-CATALOGUE 


During the month of April, 21 volumes of the Index-Cata- 
logue were sent to the Instituto Superiore de Sanita, Rome, to com- 
plete their set, while both Series III and IV were deposited in the 
Veteriniarhégskolans Bibliotek, Stockholm. 


The Index-Catalogue Division has also surveyed German 
libraries for information concerning damaged sets of the catalogue in 
Germany. This will complete the information about sets in Euro- 
pean libraries. It is hoped that destroyed and missing copies can 
be replaced at the same time the forthcoming volume is distributed. 
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DR. HOWARD DITTRICK HONORED 


Dr. Howard Dittrick, Honorary Consultant to the Army 
Medical Library, was recently informed by the Swedish Medical 
Society in Stockholm that he has been elected foreign corresponding 
member of its Section of the History of Medicine. 


A. R. L. MEMBERSHIP 


The Army Medical Library and the Library of the Department 
of Agriculture have been elected members of the Association of 
Research Libraries. Both of these libraries have assumed responsi- 
bilities for collecting under the Farmington Plan of cooperative ac- 
quisition and both have many interests in common with the other 
library members of the Association. 


RUSSIAN PERIODICALS 


The new Library of Congress publication “Monthly List of 
Russian Accessions’’, started in April 1948, will contain lists of the 
new Russian monographs acquired by the Army Medical Library. 


FORWARD SURGERY OF THE SEVERELY WOUNDED 


The Acquisition Division wishes particularly to locate a copy 
of the two-volume History of the Activities of the 2nd Auxiliary 
Surgical Group entitled “Forward Surgery of the Severely 
Wounded.”
